Vor example, some years ago the Saskatchewan Legislature passed an 
act probibiiing the sale of stocks of any kind within the Province unless tire 
submitted their proposals to the Local 
tiovernment Board and obtained the approval of that Board and its consent 
being public subseription Certain: companies 
incorporated under Dominion chartere challenged the right of the Province 
to so restrict thelr stock gelling activities, and, upon an appeal to the 
courts, the Saskatelewan law was declared Invalid fo so far as companies 
neorporated at Ottawa are concerned, The sitvation, therefore, is that any 
company holding a provincial charter and whose stock the Saskatchewan 
local Government Board will not permit belng offered for sale, has only to 
detain Dominion incorporation at Ottawa’ to defy the Saskatchewan | 
Legislature and sell any kind of stock it kes, goog or bad, 


ti will be recalled that niuch the same situation existed when the 
Provinces first adopted prohibitery liquor laws. The Provinees could and dla 
prohitit the retail sale of Hquor, bul they were powerless to stop Sts 
manufacture within their boundaries, and equally powerless to prevent it 
being brought Inte the prevince from ether provinees or foreign countries, 
becnuse this would be to interfere with trade ang Commeree which come 
solely within Federal jurisdiction Public opinion, however, became so 
aroused that the Dominion authorities were forced to bow before tt, with the 
result that the law was amended to provide that where a Provinee adopted 
prohibition it became unlawful under Dominion law to ship liquor into Unal

Tn 
fact. the average citizen would tmagine that the Domision Government woud 
be juat as anxious as Provincial Governments to protect their people from 
being victimized by unscrupulous company promovers and stock salesmen 
The amazing thing is that, notwithstanding pressure from Previncial) 
Geyernments, repregentations from reputable business organizations, strong 
editorial appeals by financial and other papers, the Ottawa Gevernment

Indian Stone Mirror 


iviteresting Relic of Early Days is 
Found in 6.C 

While there may not have been 

beauty parlors In pre-historic days, 


the Indian braves and belles who In-| 


habited what fs now Central British 
Columbia, had their own’ methods 
and appliances for enhancing ‘their 
charm. “The “rouge and cosmetics” 
sed were obtained frum natural cot 
Oring materials, but a recent discov 
ery shows that hand mirrors also ex 
fisted In thoes days. The discover) 
was made by a Dominion archacolo 
fists’ party, In the pre-historic part 
of the anctent Gitksan village atte 
immediately below Hazelton, of one 
of the extremely rare stone mirrors 
known to have been used by the To 
tem Pole Indians of the Skeena Val 
ley area. 

The epecimen is a thin slab of 
black stone, one end of which is na 
rowed for a handle and the other 
end has its flat surface highly polish: 
ed. One of the older Hazelton In 
diane demonstraieg to the archae 
Ologists how this was used. The 
mirror surface was wet and when 
this Is done the polished surface ac 
tually reflects the human face #0 
clearly that individual hairs and the 
color of the yes are discernable. 

This Indian stated that such mir 
rots were used by the Indians when 
they were “making up” their faces 
for tribal dances and ceremonies in 
the days before the white man in 
troduced the present looking clase 
The specimen secured is being sent 
to the National Museum at Ottaws 
for the preservation among the pre 
historic Indian relica
